mak= the World Laugh, not at the Pegple 
we talk of only, but at the very Geotle- 
men they Repreſent, as the only Pillars 
and Supporcers of the Church. 

It cannot but divert the World a little, 
to ſet us upon telling Noſes for the Church, 
among the Men-of State, as if all the Gen- 
tlemen of the late Miniſtry had bzen Men 
of Red Lerters, Men of Santtity enough to 
be Canoniz'd ; and every Gentleman had 
as much Religion ia his Heart, as he had 
Gods upon his F:ontilſpiece, 

What thoſe happy days will be, when 
all our Men of Power, ſhall be Men of 
Piety, I cannot here enlarge vpon; that 
Golden Age is yet to come ; and | neither 
expel to Live co ſee it done, nor. thall I 
Dye in the Faith of its being erer ſeen in 
theſe Nations; but were hot Cc mpari/ons 
Odious, 1 muft tell the Party, the preſent 
ſelet Number, who aid the Queen by their 
fteady Councils and Management in. the 
publick Adminiſtration, without any perio- 
nal ReticQtion, are far more likely :ta lup* 
port and defend the Chugsch. 

And let them take me, which way they 
will, 1 thiak *rwill hold, whether io the Reli- 
gion and Morals of che Gentlemen concern'd, 


whoſe CharaQer nevertheleſs 1 am as tender 
of az | Canz or ia the Politicks, Secrecy, and

If Sir Clougdefly, Sbovel is not as forward to 
hghc in Defence of the Church of England, 
as SIr-G ,,»e-Re.. te; and Sir Fobn Leake as 
fic to lead a Squadron as Admiral G..+don ; 
If any of thele things can be alledg'd, per-- 
haps the Church may be in ſome Danger 
trom the Queens ſhifting Hands in the Mas 
nagement. -
